-French Leader Bitterly 
Attacks Lloyd George 
for Finding France’s Pol- 
icy in Ruhr “Amusing.’ 


URGES CLOSER UNITY 
AMONG FOUR NATIONS | 


Charges Former Premier 


Is Endeavoring to Estab- 
lish Iniquitous Confu- 
sion Between Germany 
and France. 


Paris, July 22.—Bitterly and sar- 
eastically flaying Lloyd George for 


finding it that France 
could simultaneously restore the 
devastated regions and complain of 
Germany’s voluntary bankruptcy, Pre- 
mier Poincare Sunday attacked the 
ex-British premier. 
Smouldering dislike 
two dominant figures in Europe dur- 


ing the last days of Lloyd George's 
rule was revealed in Poincare’s 
speech at Villera Cotterets. in the 
forest where Foch. made his great 
July, 1918, offensive and turned the 
tide of war to victory. 

“This is the moment chosen by a 
former premier of an allied nation 
to establish between Germany and 
France the most iniquitious confu- 
sion.” he sail. “He declares it 
amusing that we can simultaneously 
restore our devastated area and com- 
plain of Germany's voluntary bank- 
ruptey.” 

The premier pointed out that ie. 
many has again put her commercial 
fleet into operation, and is developing 
railroads and digging canals to the 
detriment of French rights. 

“All this may be amusing to Lloyd 
George,” he declared, “but it is sor- 
rowful, even intolerable, for France.” 

Poincare cited proofs that Ger- 
muny had deliberately attempted tv 
ruin industry, saying “she applied a 
ferociously monstrous program, drawn 
up by specialists. We bave authentic 
copies of this, which show that if 
was aimed to kill our activity and 
prevent our rehabilitation.” 

Unity Is Urged. 

Pointing to a German brochure 
which exulted over damages to the 
French from industry which set back 
the national economic situation, he 
snid: “Lileyd George himself had 
these cynical publications in his hands 
when the treaty was written. 

“Is it possible to have read these 
infamous pages and to have forgot- | 
ten them? 

“If we commit the imprudent act 
of today definitely fixing Germany’s 
capacity to pay she will quickly es- 
cape our arbitrary measures and 
under the influence of an extraordi- 
nary agglomeration of industrial 
forces take unforseen proportions and 
impose upon the world a scandal of 
most retrograde and immoral rulitical 
domination,” Poincare continued. 

“To parry this peril, it is neces- 
sary that England, Belgium, Italy 
and France should unite closer to- 
gether than ever. It is necessary to 
face realities, and not to permit our- 
selves to be deluded by the deceitful 
image of an impoverished Germany 
forever powerless.”

of the week in Nashville. Jacobs 
stated that Dugger had brooded over 
his inability to secure employment 
and that this is believed to have af- 
fected his mind: and resulted in to- 
day's tragedy. 

| After entting the throats of his 
wife and two children, Dugger used 
the same razor to inflict three ugly 
wounds upon himself, slashing his 
throat, cutting his abdomen across and 
also slashing his left arm. He was 
removed to the hospital here, where 
tonight attending pbysicians stated 


that he was not expected to survive 
the night.

Cries of Woman Who. : 
Sought Husband at Mill-| 
ing Plant Leads to Ghast- 
ly Discovery. 


New York, July —A sobbing 
woman’ frantically pounding on the | 
door of the Hecker-Jones-Jewell Mill- 
ing company’s plant late Sunday in 
search for her husband—who had | 
not returned home Saturday night—' 
attracted the attention of the police | 
and revealed the death of at least | 
three men from fumigating gases which ' 
had been flooding the huge , structure | 
since early Saturday morning. 

A fire-alarm rung by officials of | 
the plant brought Battalion Chief Me- | 
Illigot to the scene, who called an} 
ambulance from Gouverneur hospital, 
Dr. Kahn responded, donned a gas: 
mask and entered the building. Ay 
few feet inside the door he stumbled | 
over the bodics of the three, sprawled | 
awkwardly, one of them head down- | 
wards on the stairs. 

Chief Mclilizgot then sent in a call 
for the reserve squad, which worked 
feverishly throughout the building <o 
check up on others who might have 
suffered a similar fate. 


One of the men has been 
tied as John Ustic, 42.

Guards Caught at: Mercy 

of Inmates, Put Up 
Losing Fight Against 
Overwhelming Odds. 


RESIDENTS TERRORIZED 
AS NEWS SPREADS 


Police and Deputies Join 
With Prison and Hos- 
pital Officials in Effort 
to Run Down Fugitives.

Chester, lll, July 22.—One inm?te 
vf the Illinois Hospital for Crimin:! 
Insane was slain by guards whe» 
thirty-one inmates battered their way 
through the bars of the institution 
and made a break for freedom. The 
,aelivery was effected after the in- 
u.ates had stabbed two guards. Four 
‘of the inmates were recaptures, 
twenty-six being at large. 

The inmate killed, named Jackson, 
was sentenced from Chicago for mur- 
der. Until recently he had been con- 
fined in the Illinois state. peniten- 
tiary at Joliet. 

Guards May Die. 

Physicians said the wounded guards 
had little chance for recovery. 

The insane criminals made their 
escape from an iron cage known as 
the “bull pen” which is in the yard 
‘at the southeastern corner of the 
| building. About 75 inmates were in 
ithe pen when the break was made. 
|‘They had been brought there under 
the surveillance of two guards to 
get an “airing” before being confined 
to their cells for the night. Several 
of the inmates, who had secretly 
armed themselves with knives, fell 
upon the two guards. As the Illinois 
law forbids the guards carrying wea- 
' pons inside the “bull pen” they were 
easy victims for the assailants. 

Break Iron Bars. 

A moment later more than a score 
of the inmates seized chairs and 
benches and began an assault upon 
[the iron bars of the prison. The

“I have your letter of the ninth 
instant with respect to the grounds 
upon which the recognition of the 
present regime in Russia has been 
withheld. 

“You refer with just emphasis to 
the tryannical exercise of power by 
this regime. The seizure of control by 
a minority in Russia came as a griev- 
ous disappointment to American demn- 
ocratic thought which had enthusiast- 
ically acclaimed the end of the despo- 
tism of the czars and the entrance of 
free Russia into the family of demo- 
cratic nations. Subsequently events 
were even more disturbing. The right 
of free speech and other civil liber- 
ties were denied. Even the advocacy 
of those rights which are usually con- 
sidered to constitute the foundation of 
freedom was declared to be counter 
revolutionary and punishable by death. 
Every form of political opposition was 
tnthlessly exterminated. There follov- 
ed the deliberate destruction of the 
economic life of the country. Attacks 
were made not only upon property in 
its so-called capitalistic form, but re- 
course was had also to.the requisi- 
tioning of labor. All voluntary cr- 
ganization of workers were brought 
to an end. 


“Ruthless Despotism.” 

“Politically there was a ruthless 
despotism and economically the situa- 
tion was equally disastrous. 

“Tt is true that, under the pressure 
of the calamitous consequences, the 
governing group in Russia has yielded 
certain concessions. The so-called new 
economic policy permitted a partial re- 
turn to economie freedom. The termi- 
nation of forcible requisitions of grain

While membership in official 
unions is no longer obligatory, work- 
men may not organize or participute 
in voluntary unions, 
Friendly Spirit Prevails. 


“There can be no question of the 
sincere friendliness of the America 
people toward the Russian people. 
And there is for this very reason a 
strong desire that nothing should be 
dune to place the seal of approval 
on the tyrannical measures that have 
been adopted in Kussia or to take 
any action which might retard the 
gradual re-assertion of the Russian 
people of their right to life in free- 
dom. 

“To the department of state 
charged with the conduct of our for- 
eign relations, in accordance with the 
accepted principles of international! 
intercourses, the problem presents it 
self necessarily in somewhat less gen- 
eral terms. 

“We are not concerned with the 
question of the legitimacy of a gov- 
ernment as judged by former Euro- 
pean standards. We recognize the 
right of revolution and we do not 
attempt to determine the interna! 
concerns of other states. It must 
be borne in mind, however, that while 
this government laid stress upon the 
value of expressed popular approvia 
in determining whetner a new gov 
ernment should be recognized, it has 
never insisted that the will of the 
people of a foreign state may not be 
manifested by long continued acqu- 
escence in a regime actually func- 
tioning as a government. When there 
18 a question as to the will of th- 
nation it has generally been regarded 
aS a wise precaution to give sufficient 
time to enable a new regime to prove 
its stability and the apparent acqui- 
escence of the people in the exercise 
of the authority it has assumed... . 


Other Questions. 


“But while a foreign regime may 
have securely established itself 
through the exercise of control and 
the submission of the people to. or 
their acquiescence in its exercise of 
authority, there still remain other 
question to be considered. Recogni- 
tion is an invitation to intercourse. 
It is accompanied on the part of thie 
new government by the clearly implied 
or express promise to fulfill the ob- 
ligations of intercourse. These obliga- 
tions include, among other things. the 
protection of the persons and property 
of the citizens of one country lawfully 
pursuing their business in the terri- 
tory of the other and abstention from 
hostile propaganda by one country in 
the territory of the other. In the case 
of the existing regime in Russia. there 
has not only been the tyrannical pre 
cedure to which you refer. and which 
has caused the question of the «nb. 
mission or acquiescence of the Rus- 
Sian people to remain an open one. 
but also a repudiation of the obliga- 
tions inherent in international inter- 
course and a defiance of the principles 
upon which alone it can he conducted. 

“The persons of our citizens in 
Russia are for the moment free from 
harm, No assurance exists, however. 
against a repetition of the arbitrary 
detention which some of them have 
suffered in the past. The situation 
with respect to property is even more 
palpable. The oblizations of Russia 
to the tax pavers of the United States 
remain repudiated. The many Amet- 
ican citizens who have suffered direct- 
ly or indirectly by the confiscation 
of American property in Russia re- 
mains without the prospect of indem- 
nification, We have had recent evi- 
dence, moreover, that the policy of 


Destruction Goes On. 

“What is most serious is that there 
is conclusive evidence that those in 
control at Moscow have not given up 
their original purpose of destroying 
existing governments wherever they 
can do so through the world. Their 
efforts in. this direction have recently 
been lessened in intensity only by 
the reduction of the cash resources at 
their disposal. . .. . 

“While thig spirit of destruction at 
home and abroad reinains unaltered 
the question of recognitim: by our 
governmént of the authorities at Mos- 
cow cannot be determined by mere 
economic considerations or by the es- 
tablishment in some degree of a more 
prosperous condition, which of course 
we should be glad to note, or simply 
by 2 consideration of the probable 
stability of the regime in question. 
There cannot be intercourse among 
nations any more than among individ- 
uals except upon a general assump- 
tion of good faith. The sentiment 
of our people is not deemed to be fav- 
orable to the acceptance of political 
fellowship in this regime so long as 
it denies the essential basis of in- 
terecourse and cherishes as an ultimate 
and definite aim, the destruction of 
the free instituticns which we have 
laboriously built. up, containing as 
they do the necessary assurance of 
the freedom of labor upon which our 
prosperity must depend.”

Shot During Fight. 

The Rev. Pierce, pastor of five 
Saptist churches in Cumberland coun- 
ty, was shot to death at the parson- 
age after a fight with Larkin Garrett. 
Witnesses at the inquest testified that 
Larkin Garrett administered a severe 
beating to the minister after calling 
him from his home. Robert Garrett, 
it was alleged, held back the crowd 
which gathered at the point of a pis- 
tol while his brother struggled with 
the minister. After the fight, it was 
testified, Mr. Pierce went into his 
house and returned a moment later 
with a shot gun and a pistol. Robert 
Garrett, it was said, wrested the shot 
gun from the minister. The battle 
with pistols followed and the minister 
fell mortally wounded. Several bul- 
lets pierced his body, the coroner re- 
ported, and he lived only a few min- 
utes, dying with his head resting in 
his wife’s lap. Robert Garrett was 
shot in the side and was only recently 
dismissed from a local hospital. 

The Garrett brothers have been 
prominent in politics in the county 
for a number of years. Robert Gar- 
rett is clerk of the circuit court while 
his brother is the county commis- 
sioner on chancery. ‘They are part- 
ners in a mercantile business at Cuim- 
berland Court House.

New York, July 22.—WUigh grade in- 
vestment bonds recorded fractional im- 
provement during the past week and 
many of the low-priced issves im- 
proved to a greater degree, the latter 
being influenced by ‘the better tone 
which prevailed in the stock market 
toward the end of the week. 

On the whole, however, the mar- 
ket was a dull affair, with a_rela- 
tively small volume of transactions. 
New bond offerings fell off the $10,- 
673,000, or only about half the total 
of $21,620,000 offered the previous 
week. 

The dullness of the market was in- 
dicated by the fact that officers of 
many investment houses were on va- 
cation, Avhile bond salesmen also were 


enjoyigg a holiday. 
Tile money rates were somewhat 


stiffer, but few loans were. made. 
Banks generally held out for 5 1-4 
per cent while brokers were bidding 
5 per cent. 

There was a_ noticeable increase 
in the demand for foreign government 
bonds, a number of the French issues 


advancing a point or more on the 
week, South American issues gen- 
erally were steady, but Argentine 
bonds and the Mexican issues moved 
forward slightly, 

Speculative industrial liens moved} 
upward with the stocks, althongh 
there was some selling on Saturday.

AN ALARMING SITUATION. 
American Forestry, a national 
magazine devoted to the great prob- 
lem of conservation, carries in its 
latest issue a most alarming editorial 
as-to the forestry situation in Geor- 


gia. It says: 

“In no state in the south proper 
does forest depletion appear to be pro- 
ceeding at a more rapid rate than in 
Georgia. Two of its most important 
industries are at stake—lumbering 
and naval stores. These are indus- 
tries which for years have played an 
important part in the economic life 
of the state. Until recewt years, they 
furnished employment to more wage- 
earners than any other manufacturing 
industry in Georgia. 

“Tt is unfortunate for the pros- 
perity and development of the state 
that the waning of these two ranking 
industries is taking place at a time 
when the state’s leading industry, the 
gmanufacture of cotton goods, is hard 
hit by the ravages of the boll weevil. 
The decline of these three industries 
simultaneously will be a setback to the 
state which will take years to over- 
come. Already unhealthy conditions 
are in evidence, and while the forests 
are rapidly being exhausted they have, 
nevertheless, rescued many cotton- 
growers from bankruptcy in some sec 
tions of the state. The farmer, de- 
pendent upon his cotton crop and 
finding it devastated by the boll 
weevil, has been turning to his wood- 
lot as his main means of support.” 


This is much more serious situa- 
tion than the people of the state 
appreciate. 

There are 19,000,000 acres of 
cut-over lands in Georgia, and only 
4,000,000 acres of timbered lands, 
all told, including those acres that 
are indifferently wooded, and of 
little commercial value as timber 
lands. 

The American Forestry points 


out these facts with the very timely 
comment that “the extent to which 
these conditions have affected the 
wage-earners of the state is indi- 
cated by the fact that in 1900 the 
primary forest industries of the 
state supplied employment to 38,- 
$827 wage-earners, and in 1920 to 
tly 23,141—a decrease of 40 per 
cent.” 

In both 1900 and 1910 the for- 
est industries of Georgia supplied 
employment to more persons than 
all other industries combined, ex- 
cluding the manufacture of cotton 
goods. 

The trouble is so few people 
realized how appreciable was Geor- 
gia’s forest asset at a time when 
conservation, system, sound meth- 
ods of timber cutting, etc., could 
have saved it to the state by a pro- 
cess of orderly rehabilitation com- 
mensurate with the process of com- 
mercial utilization. 

In developing its study of the 
Georgia situation the magazine 
brings out these facts: 

“During a period of less than a 
decade and a half, the production 
of lumber in Georgia has declined 
practically 50 per cent—a loss to 
the state of over $13,000,000 an- 
nually in the sale of lumber alone. 
Dufing the same period the state 
has lost 1,300 sawmills, or 65 per 
cent of the number operating in 
1909. In the naval stores indus- 
try the shrinkage has been still more 
marked, that industry having de- 
clined in productive vigor 75 per 
‘cent in the last twenty years.” 

These facts—and they are facts 
as verified by department of com- 
merce surveys—open the opportu- 
nity for every serious, and perhaps 
helpful study—helpful in guarding 
against the mistakes of the past and 
in arousing the people to the seri- 
ousness of the problem, and the de- 
mand for action. 

‘Suppose the 19,000,000 acres of 
cut-over lands were being developed 


agriculturally, the future would hold 


out great promise even though farm 


conditions at the present time are’ 


not inviting. : The tremendous force 
of such a large production acreage 
under plows would be an inspira- 
tion for this state to cooperate in 
providing such marketing facilities 
that agriculture would necessarily 
become profitable—provided, of 
course, that our national policy 
opened and strengthened European 
markets to American production. 

The truth is, however, the area 
of Georgia land in farms has actual- 
ly declined in the past ten years. 

The greatest enemy of the future 
of these cut-over lands is the wide- 
spread public apathy and ignorance 
in respect to the evils of forest de- 
pletion within the state. 

Of course the picture, as dark as 
it is, has some silver linings. The 
State is awakened to the necessity 
for reforestation, conservation and 
protection. There is a growing sen- 
timent in favor of a regularly con- 
Stituted state fire warden system 
to protect forests from fires—a 
most destructive agency that has 
never been given proper attention. 

Georgians should study the facts 
and figures here given, and apply 
more serious thought to the forests 
as of great economic value. 


AS TO PRIMARIES. 

We present elsewhere on this 
page a communication from Thomas 
H. Crawford, well-known attorney 
of Blue Ridge, Ga., referring to bill 
introduced in the senate by Senator 
Philips and in the house kt Repre- 
sentative Barrett, providing for the 
filing of contests in state primaries, 
such contests to be heard before 
and passed on by the ordinary of 
the county in which they uy arise. 

Mr. Crawford takes the position 
that in some couniies, principally ir 
the northern part of the state, 
Ordinaries and other county officers 
are republicans and that it {is un- 
reasonable to have republican ordi- 
naries pass upon contests arising 
out of democratic primaries. 

In editorially urging enactment 
of legislation that will permit pri- 
mary contests to be decided in a 
decent and orderly manner, The 
Constitution commended the pur- 
pose of the measure introduced by 
Senator Philips and Representative 
Barrett. 

We assume that they are not, and 


we know that we are not, wedded: 


to any particular method by which 
such contests may be decided. 

The motive actuating the authors 
of this measure is most commend- 
able. They know that if the pri- 
mary system is to be preserved in 
Georgia its elections must be safe- 
guarded against fraud. That is the 
object of this bill. 

It is inconceivable 


that there 


should be no method by which a) 


primary contest may be _ heard 
and decided on a basis of justice 
and fair play. 

And yet Judge Meldrim, of the su- 
perior court of Savannah, in hear- 
ing the contest growing out of the 
last municipal primary in that city, 
held that the law does not cive au- 
thority to hear such cases. Not- 


withstanding the fact that his affil-| 


lations were supposed to be with 
the side asking intervention of the 
court he,-with characteristic impar- 


tiality, held that the court had no 
jurisdiction. 

The Georgia law throws careful 
safeguards around regular elections. 
providing the manner in which 
they shall be conducted and pre- 
scribing the method of contests. 

It is unfortunate that similar pro- 
vision is not made to safeguard our 
primaries, which, after all, are the 
real elections in Georgia. 

The measure introduced by Sen- 
ator Philips and Representative Bar- 
rett simply seeks to throw around 
the primary elections the same safe- 
guards under which regular elec- 
tions are now conducted. 

Be it said to the credit of the 
Savannah delegation in the nouse 
affiliated with the side that lost in 
the recent municipal election, it 
patriotically recognizes the neces- 
sitv of safeguarding our state in 
municipal primaries. To that end 
it has extended assurance of sup- 
port of the general purpose of the 
measure now under consideration 
in the general assembly. 

If there is reason to believe that 
any ordinary in the state will place 
partisan consideration above his 
sworn duty to do justice, it is a 
very simple matter to amend the 
measure under consideration by 
authorizing: appeal to the courts 
from any decision. 

But first and foremost is the ne- 
cessity for safeguarding our pri- 
maries, for if this is not done the 
primary system collapses. 

To be respected our primaries 
must be made respectable—at least 
as much so as our regular elections. 

The people will revolt against 
any election system that does not 
guarantee fair play and that does 
not provide an honest and a Square 
method of settling any contest in a 
decent and orderly manner. 


In spite of all the jokes on the 
legislature, it knows what it’s there 
for, and it’s worki up to that 
point. 
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HEALTH TALKS

FOOD FOR THOUGHT. 

Brain work isn’t work, except by | 
courtesy; when a brain worker feeds 
like a harvest hand, as a great many 
workdodgerg who live by their wits 
do, he is bound to become more or less 
slow-minded, dull-witted. Of course it 
stands to reason that he must be some- 
what dull-witted in the first place, 
else he wouldn’t eat llike a hired man. 
Be that as it may, the more he 
eats the duler he grows and the 
duller he grows the more he eats, and 
this merry whirl continues until some- 
thing busts. Maybe a bit of an artery 
in the place where his brains are 
stored. It is a great life, eating that 
way, until something gives out on you. 

A man or woman is or should be in 
physical prime at the age of 45. The 
ideal body weight is that of the in- 
dividual aged 35, Normally the body 
weight gradually increases to the op- 
timum at 35—157 pounds for men of 
average height (68 inches) and 138 
pounds for women of average height 
(65 inches) —but unfortunately, many 
of us have the habit of gaining so 
firmly fixed that we keep right on 
gaining even after 35, so that by the 
time we turn 50 we're in no fit con- 
dition even to take out life insurance, 
for the insurance companies are un- 
willing to bet a fat or overweight in- 
dividual will live very long. 

A reasonable amount of superflnu- 
ous or excess weight is rather a fa- 
vorable thing for youngsters. Under 
35 anything less than 7 per cent over- 
weight (that is, o~er the average for, 
persons of a given age and height) 
is not only pleasing to the eye, but is 
actually favorable to long life. 

In the heat of summer the greatest 
mistake brain workers make is in eat- 
ing too much meat. ‘When one wishes 
to withstand exposure to cold, a diet 
furnishing a generous smount of meat 
is desirable, for meat warms the body 
more than fat or carbohydrates do, 
notwithstanding that fat and carbohy- 
drates are and should be the chief 
sources of fuel for the body and en- 
ergy for our daily work or play. In 
hot weather much meat in the diet 
causes increased sweating and dis- 
comfort} people who suffer from heat 
should cultivate vegetarianism or 


something akin to it in the dogdays. 
Young persons in their early teeny 
require and sbould have as much food, 
if not more, than their sedentary 
parents require. The phenomenal 
appetite of the growing boy or girl is 
physiological and normal, and should 
not be curbed. Any regular’ boy 
should eat as much as his father, even 
more if his father is a light chap. 
Brain workers who weigh in and 
find themselves well above the limit 
ought to find some consolation in this 
pecuilar feature cf a reducing regi- 
men: with every pound of weight 
lost, one’s requirement for food d+ 
minishes, and the lighter one becomes 
the less fuel nee’ted to drive the 
body, as in walking.

Editor Constitution: I note that 
Senator John R. Philips has intro- 
duced in the senate and Fermor Bar- 
rett in the house a bill which provides 
for the filing of contests in white 
democratic primary elections before 
the ordinary of the county in which 
contests may arise, and which meas- 
ures confer full and exclusive jurisdic- 
tion upon the person who happens to 
hold the office of ordinary at the 
time of the filing of any such contest 
to pass upon every question that 
may arise in such contested primary 
elections, and that The Constitution 
has editorially indorsed these proposed 
measures. 

The authors of these two bills, as 
well as The Constitution itself, have 
overlooked the fact that in many of 
the counties composing the ninth con- 
gressional district the persons now 
holding the office of ordinary of the 
respecftive counties were elected by 
defeating the regular nominee of the 
democratic party and who was nomi- 
nated by the democratie party in a 
regularly called white democratic pri- 
mary election, the successful repub- 
lican candidate having been selected 
by his party, not in a primary elec- 
tion, but my masg meeting or caucus 
of the republican party of the county 
in which the successful republican 
was elected ordinary at the general 
election. 


The ordinary of Fannin county is a 
republican, and the ordinaries of Un- 
ion, ‘Towns and Dawson are also re- 
publicans. The republican party of 
the ninth congressional district of 
Georgia, of the 41st senatorial district, 
nominated by mass meetings candi- 
dates for congress and state senator 
and also for representative last year 
in opposition to the democratic white 
primary nominees. Not only the or- 
dinary of Fannin county, but every 
other county officer in the county is 
a republican, having defeated the 
regular democratic nominees for these 
offices, selected by a white primary 
election, 

These measures may be all right for 
other sections of Georgia, but they 
certainly do not fit the situation in 
many counties in north Georiga.

GONTROL OF STOCK 
~ BYCHANES SOUGHT 


Washington, July 22.—Plans of the 
peoples’ legislative service, with which 
Senator LaFollette, republican, Wis- 
consin, is identified, to co-operate 
with Samuel Untermeyer, New York 
attorney, in pressing for legislation 
in the next congress to control stock 
and security exchanges and issuance 
of stocks and bonds were disclosed 
tonight. Basil M. Manly, director of 
the service, made public correspond- 
ence with Mr. Untermeyer detailing 
the plan for federal regulation of 
stock exchanges and securities offer- 
ed to the public and denouncing al! 
ulleged fleecing of the public in se- 
curity markets. 

Upwards of $800,000,000 annuall, 
since the war has been lost by the 
public, Mr. Untermeyer said it was 
estimated, through fraudulent st: 
promotions, bankrupt brokerage 
houses and “bucketeers.” He added 
that this estimate did not include 
losses from “dishonest manipulations 
of securities and false markets that 
have veen created in which those se- 
curities have been unloaded on in- 
vestors through the illegitimate meth- 
ogs and machinery of eX- 
changes.” The states have proved im- 
potent to control the situation, Mr. 
Untermeyer declared. Mr. Manly re- 
quested and Mr. Untermeyer agreed, 
according to their letters, that a ten- 
tative bill for consideration of con- 
gress to achieve the reforms desired 
be prepared. Mr. Untermeyer said 
it should provide for federal licensing 
of stock and security exchanges, fel- 
eral or state licensing of brokers seii- 
ing securities in interstate commerce, 
vhether by mail, telegraph, telephone, 
and apply the British system of pub- 
licity to security offers and transac- 
tions.

Article I. Fundamentals of Transportation—Adequate Fa- 
—Effect Upon Production—Annual 
Losses to Country Caused by Shortages of Facilities. 


It is my purpose to consider, in a 
Series of brief articles, the subject of 
railway transportation in the United 
States, having in mind the legisla- 
tion which congress has enacted for 
its control and regulation. My prin- 
cipal object is to lay the uncontro- 
verted and undisputed facts, as they 
appear in the public records, before 
the people in order that they may 
draw from them just and intelligent 
conclusions, I will be compelled, now 
and then, to interweave with these 
statements argumentative matter, and 
to refer to some decisions of the su- 
preme court of the United States in- 
terpreting and applying the federal 
constitution; but mainly the discus- 

«Sion will be confined to the facts as 
they are known to exist. A long and 
varied experience has taught me that 
if the people are accurately informed 
upon any given’ subject, their con- 
clusions will generally be sound, and 
their action in establishing public 
policies will promote the best  in- 
terests of the whole country.

New York, July 22.—Firmé?r mar- 
kets for both securities and commodi- 


ties have been the feature of the past 
week in business and finance. In

No par- 
ticular explanation of the rally was 
given other than it was the result of 
buying induced by the relative cheap- 
ness of the commodity. Nevertheless 
the recovery was generally pleasing 
end served to encourage upward 
movements in the other markets.

Light, Warm Colors Best. 

The walls, floors and curtains are 
naturally the first consideration in 
planning the room. Certain princi- 
ples should be adhered to, regard- 
less of the age of the child. The 
floor should be waxed, never highly 
varnished, and never slippery. The 
walls should be plain, preferably 
light, warm colors, to form a back- 
ground for the good pictures which 
should hang in every child’s room. 
The curtains may either harmonize 
with the furnishings of the room, 
or be distinctly decorative in them- 
selves. Chintz is an _ excellent 
choice for the windows, and when 
lined with unbleached muslin can 
be used without regular draw 
shades. However, the chintz should 
have neither a bold nor indistinct 
pattern—rather, small _ designs, 
which show a distinct form, such 
as a garden flower, or old-fashioned 
bouquet. If curtains have the 
quaint little Mother Goose charac- 
ters, care should always be taken 
in cutting to avoid the tragedy of 
half a Mary, Mary, Quite Contrary, 
or breaking up the chumminess of 
Jack and Jill. 

Choose Sensible Furniture. 

The furniture is the stumbling 
block over which the practical moth- 
er spends much thought. If the 
furniture is small and “childish,” 
it is so speedily outgrown it seems 
a waste of money to buy the beau- 
tiful suites which match her child's 
beauty and grace; yet if “older” 
furniture is chosen, it appears too 
cumbersome to prove suitable sur- 
roundings for the dainty little one 
who is tucked into the bed each 
night.

Thomas Sheraton was one genius 
who didn't have to die to become 
famous. - He was accorded the rep-

A remarkable sense of dignity 
and refinement was shown in all

The suite is of walnut, with in- 
lay work in floral designs and 
straight lines, on the doors of the 
sideboard and the drop leaves of 
the serving table.

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Sheraton’s sense of proportion and 
good taste, with its deep-fluted, ta- 
pered legs and curved stretchers,

The cabinet pieces contain ample 
compartments and drawer space for 
linen and silver, with interiors as 
carefully finished as the exteriors.

power to bring this vast territory 
to its fullest development. 

Great as was the regret of Mr. 
Harding and the other members of 
his party at leaving the territory 
‘where they have been welcomed so 
eordially, such feeling obviously was 
shared to the fullest degree by the 
people of Alaska, 

Whatever the government may do 
to aid Alaska in the future as a re- 
sult of the president's visit, the peo- 
ple declare much already has been 
done, because for two weeks more 
attention hag been directed towcerd 
the territory than at any time since 
it _) purchased by the United States 
in 1867. 

The residents further believe Mr 
Harding's visit bas served to enlight- 
en the people ef the states regard- 
ing Alaskan resources and to dispel 
the old ideas derived from the early 
designation of the territory as an “ice 
box.” 

The president during his two weeks’ 
stay visited 11 towns and several 
more litgle settlements, made three 
-trips into the interior and suailed 
along more than a thousand miles of 
the territory's coast line.

New York, July 22.—The conditions 
under which plans for the $100,000 
American peace award created by Ed- 
ward W. Bok must be submitted 
were made public by the committee 
in charge today. 

These define the scope of the plan 
sought as one “that must provide 
a practical means, whereby’ the 
United States can take its place — 
do its share toward preserving world | 
peace, while not making compulsory | 
the participation of the United States 
in European wars if any such are in| 
the future found unpreventable. The | 
plan may be based upon the present | 
covenant of the league of nations or | 
may be entirely apart from that in- | 
strument.” 

Competition is open to every United | 
States citizen, whether by birth or) 
naturalization and plans may be sub- | 
mitted not only, by individuals but 
also by organizations, national, state | 
or local.
